• Need-Investment  Strategies  for  the 
Economically  Disadvantaged,  the 
Committee  for  Economic  Develop- 
ment stated:  "This  nation  cannot 
continue  to  compete  and  prosper  in 
the  global  arena  when  more  than 
one-fifth  of  our  children  live  in 
poverty  and  a  third  grow  up  in  ig- 
norance. And  if  a  nation  cannot 
compete,  it  cannot  lead.  If  we  con- 
tinue to  squander  the  talents  of  mil- 
lions of  children,  America  will  be- 
come a  nation  of  limited  potential. 
It  would  be  tragic  if  we  let  this  hap- 
pen.
